A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 

Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 



37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

If the claims are allowable for other reasons of record, the examiner should send a letter setting forth the examiner's version of the 
statement attributed to him or her. If the record is complete and accurate, the examiner should place the indication, "Interview Record OK" on the 
paper recording the substance of the interview along with the date and the examiner's initials. 
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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

The independent claims have been amended to recite providing a backwash system, or second circuit, separate 
from the filtration system, or first circuit, the backwash system including a secondary microfiltration or ultrafiltration 
membrane filter. Applicant argues the claims now clearly distinguish over Daly because the residual reverse osmosis 
stream is directed through a ultrafilter/m icrofilter, separate from the filtration system, prior to backwashing the primary 
m icrof ilter/ultraf i Iter. Daly merely shows a 1 0 micron filter in the filtration circuit, not separate from the filtration circuit 
as recited. 

The examiner responds that the amended claims would cause further consideration and/or search. The rejection is 
over Daly, in view of Al-Samadi. Whether Daly would be replaced, given that Al-Samadi does teach a separate circuit, 
would be the patentability issue. 

Applicant argues that Al-Samadi, in combination with Daly, does not teach or suggest a separate backwash sytem 
or circuit. Al-Samadi does not teach or suggest any backwashing. Al-Samadi only teaches recycling the filtrate or 
retentate through a filtration system. 

Going forward, the examiner will examine the claims in light of this discussion.
